I asked [to chair a committee to review with all 
interested parties including representatives from each Directorate the appli- 
cability of the PATB test to the applicant selection process and whether a field oe 


test was necessary for initial selection purposes and if so, whether it had 

to be the whole test or would the split test be satisfactory. While I do not 

have the full report there was no hard position taken on any question. Basically 

the intellectual test section (morning session) is very useful to those seeking 

applicants with generalists’ qualifications and the results are desired before 
an individual is brought to Headquarters on an invitee travel basis. As far 

as splitting the test ls concerned there was no hard position taken and the 

great majority advise that they could readily live with a split test in their 

applicant selection process.
